While doing so they came 
upon the body of Connors, which was 
hurned beyond recognition, with not a 
stitch of clothing remaining on It.

dicated he had gutUertd up two piles ot 
rubbish which lio intended to burn before 
plaining. In burning the first pile the 
liames evidently got away from him, us 
lie was found with a shovel in hi.l hand, 
being probably overcome by the smoke 
and ntiahlc on account of bis ugti tc get 
away frou: tbe lire.

New Tork, May 11.—A great Seal ot 


mystery surrounds tbe movements of 
the American steamship Laurada, which 
came Into yort Saturday afternoon and 
anchored off Liberty island. 'It was 
generally believed that the Laurada had 
been chartered by the Cuban Junta for 
the purpose of conveying another ex- 
pedition to Cuba. 


Events early Saturday evening more 


than bore' out this belief. Shortly after 
the steamship came to anchor the tug 
C. P. Raymond of the Dalzclle line 
brought Captain Dlckman, the Laur- 
ada's commander, to this city. It was 
said that the captain was going to visit 
his family In Brooklyn. Be it as It oiay, 
it Is known that shortly after his ar- 
rival In town,,Captair,^iickman had a 
conference with Captain O'Brien of Ber- 
muda fame. 
Soon thereafter Captain 


O'Brien left the battery on a tug. ac- 
companied by Captain Hughes, who is 
also known as a. leader of filibustering- 
expeditions. The party was joined by 
John D." Hart, a well-known Cuban sym- 
pathizer, who was arrested In connec- 
tion with the first Bermuda expedition. 


When the Laurada came.into port, It 


was observed that she was drawing-lit- 
tle water and was, apparently,In ballast. 
The news of her arrival was soon made 
known to the Spanish consul general, 
who hurried to the barge office, where 
lie is said to have held a conference with 
United Staves Marshal McCarthy.

At 
the barge office, the revenue cutters 
Hudson and Chandler were also under 
steam. 


After the lighter bad received her 


cu-Te'o- 
shortly before S o'clock, 
she 


sLearned upthe river and took a position 
otf Corlear's Hook, v.-here she anchored. 
Tlie tug- containing the detectives fol- 
lowed In her wake, and lay In the river 
until the lighter, hugging the Brooklyn 
shore, went down the river, passing 
through Buttermilk channel. 
. As the lighter was going by Govenor'3 
ip]and, by way of the channel, the tug 
put back for pier 3, where, It Is said, the 
detectives met 
Consul General Bal- 


desno and Marshal McCarthy. 
They 


were evidently Instructed to continue 
their pursuit of the lighter, as the tug 
steamed across the river through But- 
termilk channel to Atlantic basin, where 
the lighter was found warped to a dock. 
Her cargo had been removed, all lights 
were out and there were no signs of life 
on board. 


The tug then proceeded over to where 


the Laurada lay. and dropped anchor to 
ihs south of Bedlocs Island. Smoke was 
pouring from the funnels of the steam- 
ship, and there was much bustle and ac- 
tivity on deck. Half an hour later the 
Laurada steamed down the bay, and be- 
loro 9:30 o'clock she had passed quaran- 
tine. 


Captain Harry de Nyse of the Dalzell, 


which conveyed several men from the 
Laurada to this city, said that he saw no 
evidence of filibustering on the Laurada, 
and doubted that she was Intended for 
that purpose, as he understood she had 
been chartered as a. coasting freighter. 
He believed that she was returning to 
Philadelphia,.under whose command he 
would not say.

TALK 


Difficulties Before Labor, But They 


The Reform Structure Must Be 


Built of New Material From 
the Ground Up, and First of 
All, the 
Constitution, of the 


United States Must Be Changed. 


[Srwclal Correspondence.] 


An examination of article 0 of the 


federal couslitution will disclose* the 
fact that the pov/nr of the poo])lc to fi- 
ert a.uy direct influence to bring about 
clmiigos iucjur fundamental law is pnic- 
.ticully nil. 
Tho methods of chan^o urn 


not only cumbersome and exceedingly 
hiird to manage, but it ia only indirect- 
ly that they can be touched mid cun- i 
trolled by the people, as if tho l'r:tuiur.4 
of the constitution distrusted Uio pixjyle, 
•which was the fact. 


There are two ways in which the con- 


stitution m-.vy be legally changed: first, 
coup-ess rrmy propose such amendments 
us may be agreed to by two-thirds of 
both houses; second, congress is rc- 
qairal to call u, convention for the pur- 
pose of proposing amendments on ap- 
plication from tho legislatures of two- 
thirds o£ tho states. 
Amendments 


brought into bciuf; by cither of these- 
agencies become a part of the constitu- 
tion when ratified by the legislatures of 
tlLree-foimhs of tho states or by cou- 
vomioudin three-fourths of the states, 
as one or the other mode of ratification 
may be decided on by congress. 
Only 


one of these methods of amendment hoa 
CVET been tiied. 


It is worthy of note that, in the en- 


tiro history of the republic, notwith- 
standing tho familiarity of the people 
with tho idea of state constitutional 
conventions, su?h a thing as a national 
cansticctiunal convention is unknown. 
It will be noticed that these methods 
differ from'each other mainly in tho in- 
iMacive force, but in neither cose has 
the |it;ople anything like a direct power 
(o iuiliate. 
In oue case the initiative 


nsUi with two-thirds of congress; in the 
other it rests with two-thirds of tho 
s-tatc legislatures. 
There is only one 


point in either of these methods at 
which tho people may directly touch 
and control the legal process of change, 
and that is the convention called for 
]>iT)jnisiiig amendments in accordance 
•with tho provisions of the second meth- 
od. And note how.cunningly the meana 
arc provided for again wresting direct 
control from tho people, should they 
chanco to obtain it in the convention, 
by leaving the mode of ratification' op- 
tional with congress. 


Tho people may assemble in popular 


convention for the purpose of proposing 
amendments to the constitution, pro- 
viding that two-thirds of the state legis- 
latures can be induced to call for such 
a convention, but they cannot assemble 
in popular situte conventions to ratify 
tho amendments thns proposed unless 
congress approves of that method of 
ratification. It will readily be perceived 
that it is a herculean task to secure tho 
required unanimity of action to amend 
tho constitution in any particular, and 
when it comes to making changes which 
would amount to something, really vi- 
tal and fundamental changes in the in- 
terests of the people and to the preju- 
dice of so called "vested rights," the 
task is well nigh on impossible one. 


But, my fellow workers, you are de- 


pending on securing needful social and 
economic reforms by peaceful and con- 
stitutional political methods. Remem- 
ber this—the foundation of your politi- 
cal structure must be laid broad and 
deep, and your substructure must bo 
raised ond-solidly braced, before you be- 
jjiu to tack shingles on your roof; other- 
wise your labor will come to a puerilo 
and miserable end. 
Some time, some- 


how, the foundation of your political 
structure must be bnilt—the cofliu of 
your political and social liberty, tho 
federal compilation, must be smashed 
into fragments apd scattered to the four 
winds of heaven before any reform of 
real benefit to the people can be inaugu- 
rated and innde to stick. Do you want 
direct legislation? Smash the constitu- 
tion. Do you want a proper, a strictly 
scientific and logical, application of the 
single tax? You must smash the consti- 
tution. Do you want an income and in- 
heritance tax? Again you must begin by 
smashing the constitution. Do you wane 
to deliver yourselves from the galling 
despotism of a horde of petty judicial 
tyrants and escape the thraldom of 
corporate exploitation of your means of 
life? You must tear the constitution in- 
to shreds. Do you want to deliver your- 
selves from the coicpeticion of convict 
labor ivnd abolish the sweating ovil? 
Then you must renounce the whole the- 
ory of state sovereignty and pitch tha 
constitution to the dogs. 
Do you want 


to accomplish any radical and really 
fundamental reform (the only sort of 
reform that will ever amount to a tink- 
er's maledict), reform which 
runs 


counter to theprevailing industrial the- 
ory of free contract and private exploi- 
tation? You must first- chaugo the con- 
stitution if yon would not wish to see 
your labor come to' naught. 


' 'Free contract'' is the shibboleth, of 


the exploiters of men. The doctrine is 
solidly rooted in the constitution, and 
by judicial usage and interpretation it 
has become a stench in the nostrils of 
honest men. 
National legislation on 


certain subjects is the only sort that can 
be rendered effective, because the exist- 
ence of state lines renders state legisla- 
tion abortive, but national legislation 
cannot be had because it would be on 
interference with the constitutional prfr- 
rosatives of the states. \VorkinRmen de- 


eight hour workday as soon as business 
will justify such action without injury 
to the public. 


That the aforesaid officers notify the 


executive heads of all unions affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor 
of such action and seek their co-opera- 
tion and assistance, and request them to 
correspond with employers to the end of 
securing an expression, of opinion on the 
voluntary concession of the eight hour 
workday, and that all unions whose 
members now work more than eight 
hours per day be requested to select com- 
mittees to wait upon the employers with 
tho same object in view. 


Further, that the press, pulpit, public 


speakers and reformers generally be 
urged to make the need for the eight I 
hour workday a theme of concerted and [ 
Jiersistent discussion. 


Wo hail the decision of the Bricklay- 


ers and Stonemasons' Intwnatiou.il 
union to adopt the eight hour'workday 
in their trade as a hopeful sign cf the 
irresistible movement for the establish- 
ment of the eight hour, workday. 


nii-'Ud protection against the competition 
of convict labor. They may secure the 
passage of slate laws galore, but ccnvict 
labor products flood their markets from 
the convict workshops cf other states, 
and their lavs are of nonse to abate the 
evil aimed LU. Bv ihrs law of Btat.c com- 
iry as wfll :is erqire.ss provision of the 
constitution this cannot be prevented by 
the fi'.atco. Federal action is nt'C^s-onry, 
and federal action is void withont n 
change in thr.constitution. The Goulds 
e.-wape fixation on their property by 
taking up a residence in New Jersey 
The commonwealth of Kew York is 
powerless to make them pay just taxes, 
the government of tho United Statcs'is 
powerless, and the commonwealth of 
New Jersey doesn't want to tax them. 
So they escape altogether. 
New Jeisoy 


is the breeding pen of corporations 
which are illegal in other stares. A cor- 
poration which could not secure a char- 
ter in the'state of Now York may go to 
Trenton and get u char-tor with the 
greatest of ease. It may then come back 
to New York and inflict its operations 
on the citizens of that, state and of all 
other states in the Union at will. The 
law of state comity permits this, and it 
eon only be remedied by a change in 
tho constitution. Why do we tax our- 
selves to maintain half a hundred sets 
of useless state officers and half a, hun- 
dred bodies of thieving dunderheads, 
called state legislatures, anyhow? Secure 
state laws to protect the workers in their 
rights, and they are promptly declared 
void by the federal judiciary in the sa- 
cred name of "constitutional liberty" 
and "free contract. " Many persons talk 
glibly of amending the constitution, as 
if it were a mere holiday task. I hope I 
have clearly indicated the difficulties in 
the way; but, comrades, somehow or 
other those difficulties must be sur- 
mounted.

Carpentem, HorieshoerH, Bricklayers and 


Stonemason!! to Make the Demand, 


[Action of the o.^ecutlva council of the Amer- 


icttri Federation of Labor, ia eossion at In- 
diunupolis, March 1!5. ] 
At this hour, when myriads of work- 


ers ore seeking employment, and, in 
their despair, numbers of them are cap- 
tivated by the seductive theories and 
glittering promises of securing state 
help, we, the American Federation of 
Labor, reaffirm the necessity of concen- 
trating all the forces of the practical 
labor movement by the voluntary and 
collective effort of tho trades unions 
backed by a sympathetic public opinion. 


Tho general and constant introduc- 


tion of machinery, the miunte subdi- 
visions of labor, the irregularity of em- 
ployment, the continually recurring pe- 
riods of industrial stagnation and finan- 
cial panics, the hopeless wail of the un- 
employed, idl demand equalization of 
tho opportunities that will come from 
tho general adoption of the eight hour 
day. 
All other isms and economic 


theories within onr ranks should be sub- 
ordinated to the great task of giving j 
work to the unemployed and of better-1 
ing the wages and conditions of all who 
toil.

undertake a general or simultaneous 
stand for the eight hour day. 
This se- 


vere industrial crisis from which wo 
ore now emerging, however, should bo 
a helpful lesson to lead the industrial 
classes into such compact organization, 
which, when once attained, will bring 
still greater achievements to the work- 
ing people. 


We heartily approve the shorter work 


day asked for by the Journeymen Horse- 
shoers1 National union and tender it 
and the United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters onr active co-operation and united 
assistance in their present efforts to re- 
duce the hours of toil.

Proposed Chances In Our IJITOI—WliAt Re- 


cent Statistics Show. 


The statistics of illiteracy as bearing 


on immigration show that a law ex- 
cluding illiterate immigrants will bar 
out chiefly those from southern Europe. 
Indiscriminate immigration, which was 
countenanced and welcomed CO years 
ago, has within the last 20 years l>een 
recognized and treated as an cviL 
Our 


laws close our seaports, or endeavor to 
at least, against paupers, criminals, tne 
contract laborers, the insane and the 
Chinese. It is now proposed by the Me- 
Call bill to add to the excluded classes 
every male person over 10 years of age 
who is unable-to read and write his 
own hmgriage, except the parents of 
persons now living or hereafter ailriit- 
ted to this country. 


Such a measure applied heretofore 


would have kept out from one-half to 
one-third of the immigrants to this conn- 
try from Portugal, Italy, Hungary, Po- 
l:uid, Austria, C4rcece, Kussia and Eon- 
niauia, while it would have excluded 
bat a:i inconsiderable percentage from 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Germany,. 
Norway aud Sweden and northern Eu- 
rope generally.

Cleveland, 'May H.—The delegates to 


the Methodist general conference are be- 
ginning to discuss, the corning election 
of bishops, which, will be the.buslness 
next In Importance to the,disposlton of 
the woman delegates question. It has 
been decided that no nominations will 
be made, the list being open to as many 
candidates as desire to enter. Already 
a number of candidates have been an- 
nounced. Among them are Rev. Dr. J. 
W. Bashford, president of Delaware (O.) 
university; Dr. J. E. .W. Bowen of At- 
lanta; Dr. Earl Cranston of Cincinnati; 
Dr. J. R. Day of Syracuse, N. T.; Dr. 
Joseph C. Hartzell of Louisiana, secre- 
tary of the Freedmen's Aid society; Dr. 
J. 3M. Buckley of New York; Dr. C. C. 
McCo.be of New Tork; Dr. S. F.;Upham 
of the New England conference; Dr. W. 
A. Spencer of Philadelphia; Dr. T. B. 
Neely of Philadelphia; Dr. Charles W. 
?mlth of Plttsburg, and Dr. George F. 
Reed of the New York (east) conference. 


It has not yet been decided how many 


bishops will be chosen, but the plan re- j 
cently proposed by Bishop Walden is 
meeting with favor. At present there 
are 1G bishops—12 arc located in this 
-ountry, two are missionary bishops in 
Africa and India and two are occupied 
in missionary work in various countries. 
Bishop Walden suggested that the two

It Is understood that his family have 


Desired him to retire ever since the 
close of the Fifty-first congress.and that 
his own disposition has been In that di- 
rection, although he wanted to be re- 
elected speaker, and he alao had an am- 
bition for the presidency. His friends 
!n New York have been urglrg him to 
go there and practice law ever since 1892. 
and It is his desire to make a competency 
for his family which chiefly moves-the 
speaker toward retirement from pub- 
lic life. 


Some of his friends, especially those 


In congress, think it will be a great mis- 
take for him to announce his retirement 
immediately after the nomination of 
McKInley at Si. Louis, They fear that 
It would put him In the light before the 
countrv. of leaving at the wrong time, 
and they prefer that ho shall serve an- 
other congress as,, speaker. This Is 
of course what he will do if he remains 
In public life, for there Is no more ques- 
tion as to his re-election to the speaker- 
ship than there Is to his election to con- 
gress. 


RHODE ISLAND'S VOTE 


Will Uo 1'or Heed, With Ex-Governor 


Browu .For Second Place. 


Providence, May 11.—The decided turn 


In national politics and In favor of Mc- 
KInley leaves the llhode Island delega- 
tion to the St. Louis convention In rather 
an embarraslng position. At the time 
the convention was held In this city for 
the election of delegates, the Heed boom 
was vigorous and was apparently des- 
tined to wax stronger. It was an- 
nounced at that time that the delegation 
was pledged to Reed, but such was not 
actually the case. The delegation was 
not Instructed by tho convention whom ! 
to support, but there was a tacit un- . 
derstandlng that the vote of the state i 
would be cast for the man from Maine 
so long as there was any show for him 
to secure the nomination. 


Rhode Island, by this Intentional neg- 


lect to Instruct her delegates, actually 
made the first break in the Reed boom 
and set a pace lor the others to follow, 
and since then the McKInley boom haa 
grown until It Is practically conceded by 
some of the Republicans of the state 
that McICinley will receive the nomina-' 
lion, perhaps, on the first ballot. 


It can be authoritatively stated that 


Rhode Island still sticks to her agree- 
ment to back up Reed, and that that 
policy will be adhered to so long as 
the delegation from Maine asks for that 
support. 
There Is no talk of a second 


choice,and none will be heard until Reed 
Is declared by his workers at St. Louis 
to be out of the race; then the delegation 
will be swung over to the candidate who 
will best serve his country and his 
party's end. 


It Is not believed that at the last mo- 


ment the Rhode Island delegation will 
decline to come over to the son of Ohio 
it the McKinley wave IB sweeping over 
the convention, and as the slate Is well 
down In the alphabetical list it will be 
quite easy to get in the wash of that 
wave. 


The vice presidential question IE grow-" 


Ing to be an Interesting subject In this 
state. There was a time when the sug- 
gestion that Rhode Island might get the 
second place on the national ticket 
caused audible smiles; but ex-Governor 
Erown Is In earnest. He has unequivo- 
cally announced that he is a candidate 
for and will accept-the nomination for 
the vice presidency. He Is backed as is 
no other New Englander. for as long ago 
aq last June, when attending the conven- 
tion of the National Republican league, 
as a delegate and as state vice president 
of the league, he was accorded the dis- 
tinct honor of making the opening ad- 
dress at a monster mass meeting. He 
announced his views as a Republican 
business man in favor of protection and 
a sound currency. 


His speech went out all over the coun- 


try and was warmly endorsed. 
Im- 


mediately he was spoken of as New'Eng- 
land's choice for the vice presidency. 
He believes that Rhode Island should be 
honored, and that he honors the state 
when he stands as her candidate. His 
record is clean, and Ills business, like his 
personal character, challenges the clos- 
est scrutiny.

The Reform Structure Must Be 


Built of New Material From 
the Ground Up, and First of 
All, 
thte Constitution of the 


United States Must Be Changed.

An examination of article B of the 


federal constitution will disclose the 
fact that the power of the people to ex- 
ert any direct influence to bring abont 
changes incur fundamental law is prac- 
tically nil. The methods of change are 
not only onmbersome and exceedingly 
hard to manage, but it is only indirect- 
ly that they can be touched and con- 
trolled by ito people, as if'the framera 
of the constitution distrusted tho people, 
which was the fact. 


There are two wayg in which the con- 


stitution may be legally changed: First, 
congress may propose such amendments 
as may be agreed to by two-thirds of 
both houses; second, congress is re- 
quired to call a convention for the pur- 
pose of proposing amendments on ap- 
plication from the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the 
states. 
Amendments 


brought into being by either of these 
agencies become a part of tho constitu- 
tion when ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states or by con- 
ventions in three-fourths of the states, 
as one or the other mode of ratification 
may be decided on by congress. 
Only 


one of these methods of amendment has 
ever been tried. 


It is worthy of note that, in the en- 


tire history of the republic, notwith- 
standing the familiarity of the people 
with the idea of state constitutional 
conventions, such a thing as a national 
constitutional convention is unknown. 
It will be noticed that these methods 
differ from each other mainly in the in- 
itiative force, but in neither case has 
the people anything like a direct power 
to initiate. Iu one case the initiative 
rests with two-thirds of congress; in the 
other it rests with two-thirds of the 
state legislatures. 
There is only one 


point in either of these methods at 
which the people may directly touch 
and control the legal process of change, 
and that is the convention called foi 
proposing amendments in accordance 
with the provisions of the second meth- 
od. And note how cunningly the meana 
are provided for again wresting direct 
control from the people, should they 
chance to obtain it in the convention, 
by leaving the mode of ratification op- 
tional with congress. 


The people may assemble in popular 


convention for the purpose of proposing 
amendments to the constitution, pro- 
viding that two-thirds of the state legis- 
latures can be induced to call for such 
a convention, but they cannot assemble 
in popular state conventions to ratify 
the amendments thus proposed unless 
congress approves of that method of 
ratification. It will readily be perceived 
that it is a herculean task to secure the 
required unanimity of action to amend 
the constitution in any particular, and 
when it comes to making changes which 
would amount to something, really vi- 
tal and fundamental changes in the in- 
terests of the people and to the preju- 
dice of BO- called "vested rights," the 
tusk is well nigh an impossible one.

pending on securing needful social and 
economic reforms by peaceful and con- 
stitutional political methods.

ber this—the foundation of your politi- 
cal structure must be laid broad and 
deep, Hjid your substructure must be 
raised and solidly braced, before you be- 
gin to tack shingles on your roof; other- 
wise your labor wiU come to a puerile 
and miserable end. 
Some time, some- 


how, 
the foundation of your political 


structure must bo built—the coffin of 
your political aaid social liberty, tho 
federsJ. constitution, must bo smashed 
into fragments iind scattered to the 1'our 
winds of heaven before any reform of 
real benefit to the people can be inaugu- 
rated and made to stick. Do you .want 
direct legislation? Smash the constitu- 
tion. . Do you want a proper, a strictly 
scientific and logical, application, of the 
single tax? You must smash the consti- 
tution. Do you want an. income and in- 
heritance tax? Again you must begin by 
smashing lie constitution. Do you want 
to deliver yourselves from the galling 
despotism of a horde of petty judicial 
tyrants and escape the thraldom of 
corporate exploitation of your, means of 
life? You must tear the constitution in- 
to shreds. Do you want to .deliver your 
selves from the competition of convict 
labor and abolish the sweating evil? 
Then you must renounce the whole the- 
ory of state, sovereignty and -pitch the 
constitution to the dogs. Do you want 
to accomplish any radical and really 
fundamental reform (the only port of 
reform that will ever amount to a tink- 
er's 
maledict), reform which runs 


counter to the prevailing industrial the- 
ory of free contract and private exploi- 
tation? You must first change the con- 
stitution if yon would not wish to see 
your labor come to naught 


"Free contract" is the shibboleth of 


the exploiters of men. The doctrine is 
Eolidly rooted in the constitution, and 
by judicial usage and. interpretation it 
has become a stench in the nostrils of 
honest men. 
National 'legislation oil 


certain subjects is the only sort that can 
be rendered effective, because the exist- 


I ence of state lines renders state legisla- 
tion abortive, but national legislation 
cannot be had because it would be an 
interference with the constitutional pro- 
Kusatives of thertatea. Workiuffmeu de- 


mand protection against the competition 
of convict labor. They may secure the 
passage of state laws galore, but convict 
labor products flood their markets froni 
the convict workshops of other states, 
and Iheir laws are of no use to abate the 
evil aimed at. By tho law of state com- 
ity an well as express provision of the' 
Constitution this cannot be prevented by 
the states. Federal action is necessary, 
and federal action is void without a 
change in the constitution. The Goulds 
escape taxation on their property by 
taking up a residence in New Jersey 
The commonwealth of New York ia 
powerless to make "them pay jnst taxes, 
tho government of the United States is 
powerless, and the commonwealth of 
New Jersey doesn't want to tax them. 
So they escape altogether. 
New Jersey 


is the breeding pen of corporations 
which are illegal in other states. A cor- 
poration which could not secure a char- 
ter in the state of New York may go to 
Trenton and get a charter with the 
greatest of ease. It may then come back 
to New York and inflict its operations 
on the citizens of that state and of all 
other states in the Union at will The 
law of state comity permits this, and it- 
can only be remedied by a change in 
the constitution. 
\Fliy do we tax our- 


selves to maintain half a hundred sets 
of useless state officers and half a hun- 
dred bodies of thieving dunderheads, 
called state legislatures, anyhow? Secure 
state, laws to protect the workers in their 
rights, and they ore promptly declared 
void by the federal judiciary in the sa- 
cred name of "constitutional liberty" 
and "free contract" Many persons talk 
glibly of amending the constitution, as 
if it were a mere holiday task. I hope I 
have clearly indicated the difficulties in 
the way; but, comrades, somehow or 
other those difficulties must be sur- 
mounted.

the opportunities that will come from 
the general adoption of the eight hour 
day. 
All other isms and economic 


theories -within our ranks should be sub- 
ordinated to the great task of giving 
work to the unemployed and of better- 
ing the wages ajid conditions of all who 
toil. 


There is no movement of more value 


to the working people rhon that which 
will lighten, the burdens of those who 
are overworked and underpaid, and 
which will give employment to those 
who wander our byways and highways 
searching in vain for a better chance to 
live. 
Tha realization of the eight hour 


day to them means better food and rai- 
ment, happier homes, better citizens, a 
nobler manhood and a higher civiliza- 
tion.

gressman Stona said: "I do not believe 
there will be much tiouble in gottiug 
the bill through the house, for the senti- 
ment, I find, is very largely in favor of 
it Charges have been made that it will 
be impracticable, and that some foreign 
governments will not permit their citi- 
zens to undergo a consular inspection 
or will not permit United States consuls 
to exercise that function. 
This would 


mean, I take it, that immigration from 
such countries would be stopped. There 
are some governments who, "yon know, 
are very much opposed to their people 
emigrating to the United Scares.

seems to me that if this bill became a 
law it would be to the advantage of 
those governments, as they oould pre- 
vent their people securing the necessary 
consular certificates."

Dcbson & Barlow of Bolton, England, 


bar! contracted with the men to sot up 
improved roller cotton gins for Stod- 
daid, Haserick, Richards & Co. of Bos- 
ton. 
The machines are such as are used 


in Egypt for ginning long staple cotton. 


In the printed contracts the men 


agreed "to 
do various mechanical 


work," in addition to setting up ma- 
chines, after which they were to return 
lo England. They were excluded by 
Commissioner of Immigration Senner. 
The Boston firm spent several thousands 
of dollars in fighting the case, 


The treasury department upheld Dr. 


Sanner, but it was agreed between the 
treasury department and the defendants 
that the original English contract should 
be destroyed and a new contract drawn, 
ipecifying that the men shall be employ- 
ed only for the special work of setting 
ap the machinery and shall then return 
to England. 


Omaha'n L.abor Temple. 


That the Labor temple is to be a per- 


manent institution in Omaha is shown 
by the action of the labor unions at 
present interested. 
The Typographical 


union took the lead in providing a con- 
siderable sum to assist iu maintaining 
the temple. 
The Central Labor union

EBMIGKRATION AFFAIRS. 


Proposed Chnnffoi In Onr I*HTVI—Wlutt !£«•- 


cent. StatUtlci Show. 


The statistics of illiteracy as tearing 


on limmisrr.tiou show that a law ex- 
chiding illiterate immigrants will bar 
out chiefly thoie from southern Europe. 
Indiscriminate immigration, which was 
countenanced ;md welcomed 50 years 
ago, has within the last 20 years been 
recognized and treated as uii evil. Our 
laws close our seaports, or endeavor to 
at least, against paupers, criminals, the 
contract laborers, the insane and the 
Chinese. It is now proposed by the Mc- 
Oall bill to add to the excluded classes 
every male person over 10 years of ago 
who is unable to read and write his 
own language, except the parents of 
persons now living or hereafter admit- 
ted to this country. 


Such a measure applied heretofore 


would have 'kept out from one-half to 
one-third of the immigrants to this coun- 
try from Portugal, Italy, Hungary, Po- 
land, Austria, Greece, Russia and Rou- 
ruania, while it would havo excluded 
but an inconsiderable percentage from 
England, Scotland, Ireliuid, Germany, 
Norway and Sweden and northern Eu- 
rope generally. 


Fifteen thousand Italian emigrants 


are about to leave Naples for New York, 
says a cable dispatch from Rome. Great- 
er numbers of immigrants have already 
landed at Ellis island this year than in 
the corresponding period of the last 
three years. Every day at Ellis island 
workmen are busy preparing to receive 
tho rush thut promises to break all the 
records. The pens are overcrowded and 
bave been for several weeks. A large 
force of men is at work enlarging tho 
accommodations, and extra cleaners ore 
employed to keep the buildings in proper 
condition. The figures for the last three 
years show clearly how the tide of im- 
migration is setting in. The following 
table tells the tale:

promise to exceed the record for many 
years. The first three days of April saw 
8,170 immigrants land. During the pe- 
riod from March IB to April" 1 there 
were landed at the island 22,111 aliens, 
double the number of last year. 


Sweatiihopa and Child HaboT. 


State Factory Inspector Florence Kel- 


ley of Illinois has laid her third annual 
report before tho governor. 
The report 


shows that during the year 1895 48 cit- 
ies and towns were visited and 4,540 
establishments 
inspected, 
employing 


190,869 persons. 
The number of chil- 


dren ;found at work between the ages of 
14 and 16 was 3,624. 
About 500 chil- 


dren under 14 years were discovered 
and discharged under the law from fur- 
ther work. 
Fifty-six defendants were 


prosecuted and convicted for employing 
80 children under 14 years of age, and 
223 defendants were convicted of em- 
ploying 408 children between the ages 
of 14 and 16 without the required affi- 
davits. 


The worst thing shown in the report 


is the increase in the tenement house 
sweatshops of Chicago. 
The nuiaber 


found there during the year 1895 was 
1,715 as against 1,413 in 1894. The 
number of employees increased from 
11,102 in i894tol4,fl05 in 1895, and 
the child labor employed had increased 
from 721 in 1894 to 1,307 in 1895. Of 
this vast number 1,130 were little girls, 
at least two-thirds of whom could nei- 
ther read nor write the English lan- 
guage. 


Discrimination AffalDit Union IADOT. 
James O'ConneLl, grandmaster of the 


International Order of Machinists, and 
Samuel Gonipers of the American Fed- 
eration of -Labor recently visited Wash- 
ington and urged the committee on naval 
affairs to make an investigation of the 
treatment of machinists in navy yards. 
A resolution haa been introduced by 
Representative Otey, 
charging that 


members of labor organizations ore dis- 
criminated against by the management 
of navy yards and particularly in the 
Brooklyn yard. The two labor leaders 
represented that Mr. Otey's charges are 
true, and that the management of the 
yards is tyrannical and the system of 
appointment manipulated so that la- 
bor organisations are ill treated. 


Industrial Copperhead!. 


The position of the manufacturers 


(in the Chicago clothing workers' 
strike) is distinctly reprehensible, in- 
human, 
barbarous 
and uncivilized. 


They are contravening a fundamental 
principle of the constitution. Men who 
refuse to arbitrate are distinctly an- 
archistic and contrary to our constitu- 
tion and to our civilizaiton. The man 
who throws his influence against unions 
is an industrial copperhead. —Henry D.

At the time 
the convention was held In this city for 
the election of delegates, the Reed boom 
was vigorous and was apparently des- 
tined to wax stronger. It was an- 
nounced at that time that the delegation 
was pledged to Reed, but such was not 
actually the case. The delegation was 
not Instructed by tho convention whom 
to support, but there was a tacit un- 
derstanding that the vote of the state 
would be cast for the man from Maine 
so long as there was any show for him 
to secure the nomination. 


Rhode Island, by this Intentional neg- 


lect to Instruct her delegates, actually 
mada the first break In the Reed boom 
and set a pace for the others to follow, 
and since then the McKlnley hoom has 
grown until it Is practically conceded by 
some of the Republicans of the state 
that JlcKInley will receive the nomina- 
tion, perhaps, on the Urst ballot. 


It can be authoritatively stated that 


Rhode Island still sticks to her agree- 
ment to back up Reed, and that that 
policy will be adhered to so long as 
the delegation from Maine asks for that 
support. 
Thare is no talk of a second 


choice.and none will be heard until Reed 
Is declared by his workers at St. Louis 
to be out of the race; then the delegation 
will be swung over to the candidate who 
will best serve his country and his 
party's end. 


It is not believed that at the last mo- 


ment the Rhode Island delegation will 
decline to come over to the son of Ohio 
if the McKlnley wave IB sweeping over 
the convention, and as the state Is well 
down In the alphabetical list it will ba ' 
quite easy to get In the wash of that | 
wave.

The vice presidential question is grow- | 


Ing to ba an Interesting subject In this 
state. There was a time when the sug- 
gestion that Rhode Island might get the 
second place on the national ticket 
caused audible smiles; but ex-Governor 
Erown Is In earnest^ He has unequivo- 
cally announced that he ia a candidate 
for and will accept the nomination for 
the vice presidency. He Is backed as is 
no other New Englander, for as long ago 
as last June, when attending the conven- 
tion of the National Republican league, 
as a delegate and as state vice president 
cC the league, he was accorded the dis- 
tinct honor of making the opening ad- 
dress at a monster mass meeting. He 
announced his views as a Republican 
business man In favor of protection and 
a sound currency. 


His speech went out all over the coun- 


try and was warmly endorsed.

Built of New Material From 
the Ground Up, and First of 
All, 
the 
Constitution of the 


United States Must Be Changed.

An examination of urticle 5 of the 


federal constitution will disclose the 
fact that the power of tho people to ei- 
ert uny direct -influence to bring atout 
changes in our fondamental law ia prac- 
tically nil. 
Tho methods of change are 


uot only cumbersome and exceedingly 
hard to manage, but it is only indirect- 
ly that they can be touched aud con- 
trolled by the people, as if the fromers 
cf the constitution distrusted the people, 
•which waa tho fact. 


There are two ways in which the con- 


stitution may be legally changed: First, 
congress may propose such amendments 
as may bo agreed to by two-thirda of 
both houses; second, congress is re- 
quired to call a convention for the pur- 
pose of proposing amendments on ap- 
plication from the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the 
states. 
Amendments 


brought into being by either of these 
agencies become a part of the constitu- 
tion when ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states or by con- 
ventions in three-fourths of the states, 
aa one or the other mode of ratification 
may be decided on by congress. Only 
one of these methods of amendment has 
ever been tried. 


It is worthy of note that, in the en- 


tire history of the republic, notwith- 
standing the familiarity of the people 
with the idea of state constitutional 
conventions, such a thing as a national 
constitutional convention is unknown. 
It will bo noticed that these methods 
differ from each other mainly ill the in- 
itiative force, but in neither case has 
the people anything lite a direct power 
to initiate. In one case the initiative 
rests with two-thirds of congress; in the 
other ic rests with two-thirds of tha 
stute legislatures. 
There is only one 


point in either of these methods at 
which the people may directly touch 
and control the legal process of change, 
and 'that is the convention 'Called for 
proposing amendments in accordance 
with the provisions of the second meth- 
od. And note how cunningly the means 
are provided for again, -westing direct 
control from tho people, should they 
chance to obtain it in the convention, 
by leaving the mode of ratification op- 
tional with confpress. 


The people may assemble in popular 


convention for the purpose of proposing 
amendments to th» constitution, pro- 
viding that two-thirds of the state legis- 
latures can be induced to call for such 
a convention, but they cannot assemble 
in popular state conventions to ratify 
the amendments thus proposed unless 
congress approves of that method of 
ratification. It will readily be perceived 
that it is a herculean task to secure the 
required unanimity of action to amend 
the constitution in any particular, and 
when it comes to making changes which 
would amount to something, really vi 
tal and fundamental changes in the in- 
terests of the people and to the preju 
dice of so called ' 'vested rights, "tlie 
task is well nigh an impossible one. 


But,, my fellow workers, you are de- 


pending on securing needful social and 
economio reforms by peaceful and con 
stitutional political methods. Remem 
ber this—the foundation of your politi- 
cal structure must - be laid broad and 
deep, and your substructure must be 
raised and solidly braced, before.you be- 
gin to tack shingles on your roof; other- 
wise1 your labor will coma to a puerile 
and miserable end. 
Some time, some 


how, 
the foundation of your political 


structure must be built—tire coffin of 
your political and social liberty, the 
feders.1 constitution, must .be smashed 
into fragments and scattered to the four 
winds of heaven before any reform of 
real benefit to the people can be inau 
rated and made to stick. Do you want 
direct legislation? Smash the constitu- 
tion. Do you want a proper, a strictly 
scientific aucl logical, application of the 
single tax? You must smash the consti- 
tution. Do you want an income and in- 
heritance tai? Again you must begin by 
smashing the constitution. Do you want 
to deliver yourselves from the galling 
despotism of a horde of petty judicial 
tyrants and escape the thraldom of 
corporate exploitation of yonr means of 
life? You must tear the constitution in- 
to shreds. Do you want to deliver your- 
selves from the competition of convict 
labor and abolish the. sweating evil? 
Then you must renounce the whole the 
ory of state sovereignty and pitch the 
constitution to the dogs. Do you want 
to accomplish any radical and really 
lundamental reform (the only sort of 
reform that will ever amount to a tink- 
er's maledict), reform which 
runs 


counter to the prevailing industrial the- 
ory of free contract and private exploi- 
tation? You must first change the con- 
stitution if you would not wish to seo 
your, labor come to naught. 


"Free contract" ia the shibboleth of 


the exploiters of men. The doctrine is 
solidly rooted in the constitution, end 
by judicial usage and interpretation it 
has become a stench in the nostrils of 
honest men. National legislation ou 
certain subjects is the only sort that can 
be rendered effective, because" the exist- 
ence of' stato lines renders state legisla- 
tion abortive, but national legislation 
cannot be had because it would be an 
interference with the constitutional pre- 
routivei of theitktta 'Workinaman d»- 


rnsod protection against the competition 
of convict labor. They may secure the 
massage of state laws galore, but convict 
abor products flood their markets from 
the convict workshops of other states, 
and their laws are of no use to abate the 
evil aimed at. By the law of state com- 
ty as well as express provision of the 
constitution this cannot be prevented by 
the states. Federal action is necessary, 
and federal action is void, without a 
change in the constitution. The Goulds 
escape taxation on their property by 
;aking up a residence in New Jersey 
The commonwealth of New York ifl 
powerless to make them pay just taxes, 
She government of the United States is 
powerless, and the commonwealth of 
New Jersey doesn't want to tax them. 
3o they escape altogether. 
New Jersey 


is the breeding pen of corporations 
which are illegal in other states. A cor- 
poration which could not secure a char- 
ter in the state of New York may go to 
Trenton and get a charter with the 
greatest of ease. It may then come back 
to Ni:w York and inflict its operations 
on the citizens of that state and of all 
other states in the Union at will The 
law of state comity permits this, and it 
can only ba remedied by a change in 
the constitution. Why do we tax our- 
selves to maintain half a hundred sets 
of useless state officers and half a hun- 
dred .bodies of thieving dunderheads, 
called state legislatures, anyhow? Secure 
state law«5 to protect the workers in their 
rights, and they arc promptly declared 
void by the federal judiciary in the sa- 
cred name of "constitutional''liberty" 
and "free contract" Many persons talk 
glibly of amending the constitution, as 
if it were a mere holiday task. I hope I 
havo clearly indicated the difficulties in 
the way; but, comrades, somehow or 
other those difficulties must be sur- 
mounted.

At this hour, when myriads of work- 


erg aro seeking employment, and, in 
their despair, numbers of them ore cap- 
tivated by the seductive theories and 
glittering promises of securing state 
help, we, the American Federation of 
Labor, reaffirm the necessity of concen- 
trating all the forces of the practical 
labor movement by the voluntary and 
collective effort of tha trades unions 
backed by a sympathetic public opinion. 


The general and constant introduc- 


tion of machinery, the minute subdi- 
visions of labor, the irregularity of em- 
ployment, the continually recurring pe- 
riods of industrial stagnation and fina-n- 
cial panics, the hopeless wail of the un- 
employed, all demand equalization of 
the opportunities that will come from 
the general adoption of the eight hour: 
day. 
All other isms and .economic 


theories within our ranks should be sub- 
ordinated to the great task of giving 
work to the unempl9yed and of better- 
ing the wages and conditions of all who 
toil. 


There ia no movement of more value 


to the working people than that which 
will lighten the' burdens of those who 
are overworked and underpaid, and 
which will give employment to those 
who wander our byways and highways 
searching in vain for a better chance to 
live. 
The realization of the eight hour 


day to them means better food and rai- 
ment, happier homes, better citizens, a 
nobler manhood and a higher . civiliza- 
tion. 


AJ) we approach this question we real- 


ize fully the magnitude of the interest- 
ed and selfish forces arrayed against us,

The Stone, bill has been frequently ex-

brief it provides for the inspection ol 
intending immigrants at the ports of 
embarkation by tho consuls'of tbe Unit- 
ed States. Before immigrants can ba ad- 
mitted on board vessels coming'to the 
United States they must show a certifi- 
cate from the United States consul near- 
est the Eeotion of country they coma 
from, declaring them to be entitled to 
admission to this country under the 
present laws.

In speaking of the measure to a Wash- 


ington correspondent the other day 6on- 
gressmau Stone said: "I do not believe 
there will be mnch trouble in getting 
the bill through the house, for the senti- 
ment, I find, is very largely in favor of 
it. Charges have been made that it will 
be impracticable, and that some foreign 
governments will not permit their citi- 
zens to undergo a consular inspection 
or will not permit United States consuli 
to exercise that function. 
This would 


mean, I take it, that immigration from 
such countries would be stopped. There 
aro some governments who, yon know, 
are very mnch opposed to their people 
emigrating to the United States.

seoms to rue that if this bill became a 
law it would ba to the advantage of 
those governments, as they could pre- 
vent their people securing die necessary 
consular certificates."

Walter Ainsworth, Henry Longworth,

ton. The machines are such as are used 
iu'Egyptfor ginning long staple cotton. 


In the printed contracts the men 


Bgreed "to 
do various mechanical 


work," in addition to Getting up ma- 
chines, after which-they were to return 
to England.- They were excluded by 
Commissioner of Immigration Senner. 
The Boston firm spent several thousands 
of dollars in fighting the case. 


The treasury department upheld Dr. 


Seniier, but it was agreed between tbe 
treasury department and tha defendants 
that tho original English contract should 
ba destroyed and a new contract drawn, 
specifying that the men shall be employ- 
ed only for the special work of setting 
up tbe machinery and shall then return 
to England. 


Omaha's Labor Temple. 


That the Labor temple is to be a, per- 


manent institution in Omaha is shown 
by the action of the labor unions at 
present interested. The Typographical 
union took the lead in providing a con- 
siderable sum- to assist in maintaining 
the temple. The Central Labor union 
followed. 
The board of directors are 


taking steps to make the temple not 
only self sustaining, but a paying insti- 
tution. A large number of labor unions 
which withdrew at the cpmmencemeut 
of the fight are again arranging for hall 
room, while new'unions are arranging 
for hall room, so that it is only a mat- 
ter of a very short timo before every 
night in the month will be filled with 
tenants of the hall. A series of enter- 
tainments is to' be inaugurated, which 
it is expected will yield a comfortable 
Eum'for tha maintenance of the temple, 
'and other plans promise equal results. 


Education In TJnloni. 


A oauae for rejoicing amongworking- 


men is the advancement of the cause of 
education among labor unions. It is a 
matter of congratulation to the work- 
inginen that so many unions are begin- 
ning to advance their members intellec- 
tually. 'Membership in a labor.union 
merely for a- combination of force 
against employers will never advance 
the workingman to the standard to 
which he should attain. In order to 
successfully compete with employers in 
a fair, honest manner, the workingman 
must have an understanding at least 
equal to that of the employer. Edu- 
cation alone can give this understand- 
"ing, and the educational entertain- 
ments, lectures and discussions which 
are becoming general among Omaha 
labor unions are the foundation for the 
education of the workinginan. —Omaha 
-World-Herald. 


IMMIGRATION AFFAIRS. 


Propoied Changea In Onr Law*—What B»- 


cent Statiitlca Show. 


The statistics of illiteracy as .bearing 


on immigration show that a law ex- 
cluding illiterate immigrants will- bar 
out chiefly those from southern Europe. 
Indiscriminate immigration, which TVOS 
countenanced and welcomed 50 years 
ago, has within the last 20 years been 
recognized and treated as on eviL 
Our 


laws close our seaports, or endeavor to 
at least, against paupers, criminals, the 
contract laborers, the insane and the 
Chinese. It is now proposed by the Mo- 
Call bill to add to the excluded classes 
every male person over 16 years of age 
who is unable to read and write his 
own language, except the parents of 
persons now living or hereafter admit- 
ted to this country. 


Suoh a measure applied heretofore 


would have kept out from one-half to 
one-third of the immigrants to this conii- 
tr7 from Portugal, Italy, Hnugary, Po- 
land, Austria, Greece, Russia and Rou- 
mauio, while it would have excluded 
but an inconsiderable perceutage't'rom 
England, Scotland. Ireland, Germany, 
Norway aud Sweden and northern Eu- 
rope generally. 


Fifteen thousand Italian emigrants 


are about to leave Naples for Now York, 
says a cable dispatch from Roma Great- 
er numbers of immigrants have already 
landed at Ellis island this year than in 
the corresponding period of. the last 
three years. Every day at Ellis island 
workmen are busy preparing to receive 
the rush that promises to break all the 
records. The pens are overcrowded and 
have been for several weeks. A large 
force of men is at work enlarging tha 
accommodations, and extra cleaners are 
employed to keep the buildings in proper 
condition. The figures for tha last three 
years show clearly how the tide of im- 
migration is setting in. The following 
table tells the tale:
